In the Superior Court of Dade county, at 
the term jast concluded, the Court dismissed 
the bill of the State of Alabama against the 
Alaberma and Chattanooga Kailroad, on the 
ground that the road had been so’d in bank- 
ruptcy, and the Siate bad” become the pur- 
chaser. ~ 

Ia the case of the State on the relation of 
EZ. D Graham vs. Alabama and Chattanooga 
Rallroad, guo warranw, having for ite object 
the forfesiure of the charter the Atlanta 
and Chatiasooga Railroad in Georgia, tLe 
court dismissed the petition, unless wi'hio 
thirty days, the Bta'e of Georgia, make iteelf a 
party plaintiff to the proceedings. The State 
had not done so at the adjournment of court. 
A iule was made,ia an agreed case, in- 
volving the liability of a Constable for fail. 
ure to make the mooncy on a fi fa against the 
Alsbeme and Chattanooga Railroad In his 
answer to the rule the Constabie relied upon 
the fact that the Alabama and Chattanooga 
Railroad had become bankrupt, had been sold 
in beuigrupicy, that 4 bill had been filed by 
the Trostces of the firet mortgage bonds, he- 
fore Ju ‘ge bradicy, at Mobile, Ala, against 
ail the creditors, anc that Judge Bradley had 
issued injoactions against al! of the itors, 
acid against all others, furbidding them in any 
miasner Lo interfere with the posscesion, cus- 
tity or control of the road, sud placing the 
seme in the bands of Keceivers of Judge 
Srafl'ey’s Court; and that this injunetion had 
been served upon hita as Constagle.

This decision involves many complicated 
legal questions, upon the determination of 
which the future of the new A. & C. KR RK.
